| Aturday the 17. of Auguſt, 
1616, (afier ] had taken 
leaue of ſome friends that 
would hardly giue me leaue 
to leaue them) I was aſlod- 
v| ated with fiue or ſixe courte-

=——= of Bilingsgate , where I was 
no ſooner come, but I was the ina wherry for 
the port of Graueſ-end, and hauing two women 
and three men in my company thither,we paſt the- 
way away by telling tales by turnes. Where one 
of the women tookevpon her very Logically to * 
defend the honeſty of Brokers, and ſhe maintai-- 
ned her Paradoxicall Arguments ſo pithily, as if 
her ſelfe like a deſperate pawne had layen ſeauen - 
yeares1n Lauenderon ſweetningin long Lane,or 
. RB amongſt 
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amongſt the dogged inhabitants of Houndſditch. 
__ of the men replied that he thanked God 


he neuer had any need of them, whereupon I be- 


- ganto ſuſpethim to bea crafty knaue, becauſe 


the Prouerbe ſaies, 4 crafty knawe needs no broker , 
and indeede after I had enquired what countri- 
man he was, he told me he was a Welch man, and 
4 Tuftices Clarke. I left him as I found him, ho- 
ping neuer to be troubled with his binding ouer, 
and withdrawing ; and ſo. landing at Graueſ-end, 
wee all went to * Chriftopher where wee tooke a 
Bachanalian farewell one of another, where I re- 
mained till the Munday following, awayting the 
comming downe of the {hipthat I was to be tran- 
ſported in. About the houre of three in the after- 
noome, withgood hope we weighed Anchor, and 
witha curteous tide and a gentle winde we failed 
downethe riuer of 'Thames, as farre as the grand 
Oyſter hauen of La/avoronph, where though our 


{hip was not Sea-ficke, yet ſhee caſt, (Anchor. 


meane.) 

On the morrow, being Tueſday, wee weighed, 
and with the friendly breath of Zephirmus, alias a 
Welſterne wind, our failes being {wolne, our ſhip 
called the 1udrth , who with her ſterne cut the 11- 
quid mounting mountaines of Neprunes waucring 
terTitones, as nimbly as Hebrew 14dith beheaded 
Holoferxes, (o that by the bountitull favour of him 
that rules both Windes and Seas, on the Thur(- 
day following wee eſpied the coaſt of Freezeland, 
and'the next day wee failed by an Iland called the 


Holy Land, which may bee called the Land of 


Lobſters, 
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Lobfters, or the Countrie of Crabs for the plentie 
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ofthoſe kinde of crawling creatures that are taken 
there. Bute, taking time by the fore-top, let no 
aduantage = , but with a merry Gale, and a 
friendly floud, on the Friday wee failed vp the Ri- 
uer of Elue, as farre as Stoad, where we Anchou- 
red till the morrow, being Saturday, and the feaft 
of S.Bartholmew the Apoftle, weariued at a bleake 
alias, atowne an Engliſh mile from Hamburgh, 
called 4ltonagh, which is ſo called by the Ham- 
burgers becauſe it ftands all-roo-nigh them for 
their profit , becing inhabited with diuers tradeſ(- 
men which doe hinder their .freedome. I was no 
ſooner landed there, but my company and my 
ſelfe went toa Dutch drinking-{choole, and ha- 
uing vpſefreez'd foure pots of boone beere as yel- 
low as gold, our hoſt ſaid we had foure ſhilling to 
betall, or to pay, which made me ſuſped&t it to bee 
a bawdy houſe by his large reckoning, till at laſt 
I vnderſtood that the ſhillings hee meant were but 
ſtiners, or three halte pence a peece. So this terti- 
ble ſhot being diſcharged (which in the torall a- 
mounted tothe ſum of t1xepence Engliſh,)we de- 
parted towards Hamburgh, where by the way I no- 
red ſome 20. men, women, and children in diuers 
places of Altonagh, all deformed, ſome with one 


eye, ſome with hare-lips, crooke back, ſplay foo- 


red, halfe-nozed, or one blemiſh or other. Iadmi- 
ring at them, was told they were all Iewes,where- 
in I perceined the Iudgement ofthe high TIudge of 


_ all, that had permitted Nature to deforme their 


formes, whoſe Graceleſſe mindes wete ſo much

miſhapen through want of Grace. 
- ButT beingentred the City of Hambureh on the: 
Saturday, I was preſently conducted to the Eng- 
liſh houſe, where I found a kinde Hoſt, an honeft 
hoſteſle, good company, ſtore of meat, more of 
drinke, a true Tapfter, and ſweet lodging. And 
being at dinner , becauſe I wasa ſtranger, I was 
promoted to the chiefeſt place at the Table,where 
to obſerue an olde cuſtome, euery man did his bett 


endeuour to hauns me for my 19 119,097 
_ interpretation is to giue a man a loafe roo muc 


out ofthe Brewers basket;in which kinde of Pot- 


| ſhot, our Engliſh are growne ſuch ſtout Profici- 


ents, that ſome of them dares bandy and contend 
with the Dutch their firſt teachers. Bur after they 
had hanced meas well as they could,and I pleaf'd, 
they adminiſtred an oath to mee, in mannerand 
forme as followeth ; 
' Laying my hand on a full pot 

I ſweareby theſe contents, and all that 1s heerein 
contained, that by the courteous fauourof theſe 
Gentlemen, I doe inde my ſelfe ſufhciently han- 
ced,and that henceforth euer I ſhall acknowledge 


it; and that whenſoeuer I ſhall offer to be hanced 


again, I ſhallarme my ſelfe with the craft ofa Fox, 
the manners of a Hogge, the wifdome ofan Ale, 
mixt with the ciuility of a Beare. This was the 
forme of the oath, which as neere as I can ſhall be 
performed on my part ; and heereis to be noted 
that the firſt word a Nurſe or a Mother doth teach 
ker children if they be males, is Drinke, or Beere: 
So that moſt of them are transformed to Barrels,

Firkins,and Kinderkins,alwaies fraight with Zars- 
burgh beere. or COBer 

And though the City is not much more then 
halfe the bignesas London is within the walls, yer 
are therein italmoſt 899. Brewhouſes, and in one 
day there hath beene ſhipped away from thence; 
337. brewings of Beere , belides 13 or 14. brew- 
ings haue beene wrackt orſtayed in the towne, as 
not ſufficient to be bezelled in the Country. 

The Saturday beeing thus paſt , and Sunday 


. come, I went toward the Engliſh Church,where I 


obſerued many ſhops open, buying and ſelling , 
chopping and changing of all maner of wares,with 
the ſtrectes furniſhed with Apples, Peares, Plums, 
Nuts, Grapes, or any thing elſe that an ordinary 
Market can afford , as commonly as itthe Sab- 
baoth were but a bare ceremony without a Com- 
mandement. In which I note the Iewes intheir 
execrable ſuperſtition, tobe more deuout and ob- 
ſeruant, then theſe Pedlars in their profeſhonz 
for on the Saturday ( beeing the Iewes Sabaoth) 
they neglett all humane affareggand betake them- 
ſelues irreligiouſly to their misbelecuing faithleſle 
religion. 

The Sermon being ended at the Engliſh 
Church, I walked in the afternoone with a friend 
of mine, (an Inhabitant of the Towne) to ſee and 
to be ſcene, where at one of the gates was placeda 
ftrong guard of Souldiers with Muskets, Pikes, 
Halberts, and other warlike accoutrements, I as- 
ked the cauſe, and I was informed it was becauſe 


ofthe building of certaine new mounts and Bul- 
B 3 warks, 


warks which were party ereted wichoutthe old 
[per 


wall : And when I perceived thele fortifications, 
] was amazed, for itisalmoſtincredible for the 


number of men and horſes that are daily ſet on 
. worke aboutit, beſides the work it ſelfe is ſo great 


that its paſt the credit of Report,andas I ſuppoſe 


will prooue moſt inexpugnable and inuincible_ 


Rampiers to ſtrengthen the T owne on that lide 
againſt the inuattue attempts of the greateſt Mo- 
narke that ſhould aſlaile them. | 

But after much muſing , walking further to- 
wards the helds, I eſpicd foure or five pretty par- 
cels of modeſty goe very friendly into a counſell- 


houſe by the wayes {ide; as we and thouſands of 


people vicd to paſſe ; they were handſome young 
Girles ofthe age of 18. or 20. yeares a peece, and 


although they had a door to ſhut, yet they know- 
ingrheir buſi 


{inefle ro bee neceſſary and naturall, 
{ate ſtill in louing and neighbourly manner: ſo ha- 


_ uingtraced a turne or two, weereturned into the 


Towne againe, and entring a long Garden with- 
in the walls,ſome ofthe Towneſ-men were ſhoo- 
ting for wagers at a marke with their muskets : 


ſome bowling : ſome art {lide-thrift, or ſhouell- 


boord : ſome m_— before a blinde fidler and 


his cowbellied, droplte, durty drabb: ſome at one 
game, ſome at another, moſt of them drinking,. 


and all of chem drunke, thatthough it was a Sab- 
both, which ſhould wholly be dedicated to God, 
yet by the abvſe of theſe burſten-gutted bibbers,

-, Thepriuiledges of this graund hauliter-maſter 
are many, as he Go the ———_ all the vaults

| ſomeſauourby. Beſides all Oxen, Kine, Horſes, 
 Hogs,Dogs, or any ſuch beaſts,if they dye them- 


ſelues, orit they be nor likero liue , the hang-man 
muſt knocke them on the heads, and haue their 
zkins : and whartſocuer inhabitant in his juriſdicti- 
on doth any of theſe things aforeſaid himſelfe , is 
abhorred and accounted as a villaine without re- 
demption. So that with hangings, headings,brea- 
kings, pardoning and killing of dogges, flaying of 
beafts, emptying vaults, and ſuch privy commo- - 
dities,his whole reuenue ſometimes amounts to 4.

Bur as one tale is good till anotherbe told, and 
as there be three degrees of good, better, and beſt, 
ſo this laſt hangman did much exceed and ecclips 
the others cunning: For his priſoner being on his 
knees, and he lifting vp his axe to give the facall 


blow, 
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upon the fellow aroſe and ran away, but when he 
had ran ſome ſeuen or cight paces, the hangman 
threw the axe after him, and ſtrooke his- had 
ſmoothly from his ſhoulders:now foral this, who 
ſhall haue the place is yaknowne, for they are yet 
in Law for it ; and I doubt not but before the 
matter be ended, that the lawyers will make them

 Hambureh is a free City, not being ſubieR tv 


the Emperor, or any other Prince , but onely go- 


uerned by 24 Burgomaſters, whereof two are the 
chiefe, whoare called Lords ,:and doe hold that 
dignity from their firſt ele&tion'doring their lives ; 
The buildings are all of bricke, of one vniforme 
fathion, very lofty and ſtately,it is wonderfull po- 
pulous, andthe water with boates comes through 
molt of rhe ſtreetes ofthe Towne. Tow. 
- Their Churches are moſt gloriouſly ſer forth, 
as the moſt of them couered with copper,with ve- 


ry lofty fpires, and within ſides theyare adorned 


with crucifixes, Images and piQtures, which they 
doe charily keepefor ornaments, bur not for idle 
or idoll adoration; In Saint 7acobsand in Saint Ca- 
therines Churches, there is inone of them aPul- 
it of Alablafter, and in the other a paire of ſuch 
which for worth and workemanſhipare 
vnpanalelld in Chriftendome, -as moſt trauellers 
doe relate. , 


| The women there are no fafhi s, but 
they keepe m ther degrees one continuall habrte,

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as oy Richer ſortdoe 
robe of cloth or ſtuffe plaited, and the "per D

But leauing Hamburgh , (hauing gathered theſe 
few obſeruations aforeſaid ) out of itI went A«- 
guſt 28. and my firſtiaunt of my trauels was by 
water, to a Towne called Back/faboo, it isa little 
walled Towneand ftands on the other fide of the 
Riaer, three miles(as they call it) from Hambvnrgh. 
The boare wee paſled in is calledan 7u4r, not ſo 
good as a Grauef-end barge, yet Fthinke it bee as 
great, and the three miles longerthen from Lon- 
don to Graueſ-end,for I am fure that we were go- 
ws. houres nr we could be _—_ d: Gur 
| pailagecoftvs threepence a peece, andone thing I 
remember well, that the lazie water-men wall fi 
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engers, (be they neuer ſo rich or poore, all is 
mn 5. wg be : wo men or om mult. 
rowe by turnes, an houre or ſuch a matter:and we 
landed in the nightat a place called Crants, where | 
all the paſlengers were to goeto ſupper , but ſuch 
diet we had that the Prouerbe was truely verified, 
God [cnt meat, and the Denill {ent Cookes, A as there 
was no reſpe& of perſons in the boate, ſo all fel- 
lowes at the Table, andall once price, the Pala- 
_ tine and the Plebeian : our firſt meſle was great 
platters of blacke broath, in ſhape lke new -tarre, 
and in taſt Coſen Germane, to ſlut pattage; our 
ſecond were difhes of Eccles, chop das ſmall as 
| hearbs, and the broth they were in as ſalt as 
brine: then had wee a boyld Gooſe, with choake 
peares and carrats, buried ina deepedilh; and 
when wee demanded what was to pay, it was but 
three pencea man, I muſedatthe cheapneſle of it, 
butatterward they came vpan vs witha freſh rec- 
kotiing of five pencea man for beete, for they ne- 

» yer count their meate and drinke together, but 
bring in ſeuerall reckonings for them : bur the 
morning being come, we hired a Boores Wagon, 
to carry.vs toa place called Citizen, three mules 
there,or 12. Engliſh miles from Buck/fahoo: a little 
bald dorp it is, where we came about noone, and 
faung fuch ſlender entertainment, thatwehadno 
cauſe to boaſt of our good cheere, or qur Hofteſſe 
Cookery, Wehauing'refreſhed our ſelues, 'and 


hyred a freſh Wagon , away wee went Owe 
Fo | = farther 
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village belongerh to the Biſhop of Rodonburyh, 
who hath a faire houſe there, ſtronglie walled and 
deepely ditched and moated about, very de- 


. fenlible , with draw-bridges, and good Ordi- 


nance. This Biſhop is a temporall Lord,norwith- 
ſtanding his fpirituall title ; and no doubr but the 
fleſh preuailes aboue the Spirit with him; Sothe 
Bithops of Breame, Luningburgh, and duuers other 
places in Germany, doe very charitahly rake rhe 


fleece, (for they-themſclues neuer looke to the 


flocks) by reaſon they vie-no Eccleſiaſticke tun- 
&ion, but onely in name. 
Being lodged at Rodonburyh, in a ſtarely Inne, 


 wherethe Hoſt, Hoſteſſe, Gueſts, Cowes, Horles, 


Swine, lay all-in one Roome ; yet I muſtconteſſe 
their beds to be very good,and their linnen ſweet, 
bur in thoſe parts they viſe no couerlet, ruggeor 
blanker, but a good teatherbed-vndermoſt, with 
cleane ſheetes, pillowes, and pillowbeares, ang a- 
nother featherbed vppermoſt, with a faire ſheet a- 


boueall, ſo thata mans lodging is like awomans 


lying In, all white. 

Auguſt the 30. wee went from Redonburgh, 
and Saas noone wee came to an olde walled 
rowne, called Feirdey, it hath two Churches in 
it, and the hangmans ſtatue very artificially car- 
vedin ſtone}, and ſetona high pillar, with rod 
rampant in his hand, at this rowne I met with 
fixe {trangers, all trauellers, where we went todgin-

of our miles.1n- England: -But hauing.ouercome it 
atlaſh fromrhence þ coke Gels $0 Car- 
ry me two miles further to:2 rowne: called Bucka- 
burgbe, where ['had, and haue, I hope, abrother 
tor, ; to whom my iourney.was entended;

whenthey ſing, the Lutes; Viols; Bandoraes, Or- 
gans, Recorders, Sagbuts , and other mulicall In- 
ſtruments, all ſtrike vp together , with ſuch a glo- 
rious delicions harmony, as if the Angelicall mu- 
{icke of the fpheares were deſcended mto- that 
earthly Tabernacle. The Prince himſelfeisaPro--

In this Towne | ſtayd with my brother from 
Saturday the laſt of 4uguft, till the Thurſday fol- 
lowing which was the fifth of Sepiember.

Onthe morrow I walked to 
ſcethe Towne, where I bought 36. cheeſes for 
cight.pence, and a yard and halfe of pudding for 


 bue pence, which 1 brought into Exzland for ra- 


rities. $0 abournoone wee tooke a boat to paſſe 
downe the Riuer, which boat is much longer 
then any weſterne barge, but nothing neere ſo 
broad, it was halfe laden with lime and chalke, 
and by reaſon the winde blew hard, we wereal- 
moſt choaked with the flying and ſcattcring of 
that duſty commodity. Beſides the water was ſo 
ſhallow, that we rana ground 3.or 4. times ,and 
ſametimes an houre, ſometimes leſle before wee 
could get a float againe : which made mee and 
my Guide goe a ſhore ata village called Peter- 
haghen, where we hired a waggon to Zeize,where 
wee ſtaydall night, (being come inte our olde

their natures, habits, and vamannerly. manners. 
In our Engliſh congue thename Bore or Boore 
doth truely explanc their ſwiniſh condition, for 
moſt of them are as fullof humanity as 'aBacon- 
hogge, oraBore,and their wiyesas cleanely and 
and courteous as Sowes. For the moſt part of the 
_ _menthey areclad in thinne buckerom, vnlined, 
barelegged and footed, neither band or ſcarce 
ſhirt, no woollenin the world abone them, and 
thus will they runnethrough all weathers for mo-' 
ney by the waggons fide, ndthough no better

they have in dublers, fortheir ſleeuesare as big 
as breeches and the bodies great enough to hold 
a kinderkin of beere and a barrell of butrer. 
The Countey is very full of woods, and eſpeci- 
ally oakes, which they very feldome cur downe, 


there in-great abundance. Ifany man bee flaine 
or murthered on the way, they vſe to ſer vp a 
woodden crofle in the place, fora memoriall of 
the bloody fat commitred here, and there were 
many of thoſe woodden crofles inthe way as 1 
trauelled.

an Engliſh Marchant (not knowing the danger) 
as he was no the way, hauing apeecechar- 
gedin his hand (as it isan ordinary weapon to 
crauell with here) by chance hee 
and ſhotat her and killed herz but hewas app 

hended for it, and it was like to haue coſt him his 
life ; but b<fore he got out ofthe trouble, he was 
faineto vic his beſt friends and meanes, (& plea- 
ding ignorance for his innocency) atlaft withthe 
lofleof a great deale of liberty, and fiue hundred

thoſe parts where thoſe hares are plenty, muſt
